During his tenure as County Leader, Brooklyn Democratic 
Party (1969-84), Esposito was responsible for the election of all 
New York State Judges seated in Kings County, as well as for all local, 
state and federal elected officials from that same county. He also 
controlled hundreds of political patronage jobs handed out after each 
election. Historically, source coverage of Esposito's activities has 
been consistent as to his La Costa Nostra (LCN) ties and local and 
state political control.
